TROOPS TO THE EAST. 


Atlantic Coast is Being Actively 


Equipped. 
New Spanish 


Minister Introduced. 


Washington, March 12.—The eastern 


coast is rapidly taking on a warlike ap- 
pearance, and the prospect of a conflict 
between this country and Spain seems 
greater today than at any time before. 


The war department has begun to mass 


its forces and supplies more openly on the 
Atlantic coast, and while enough will be 
left in the West to look out for Indian 
uprisings, the troops are being brought 
eastward. 


Senor Luis Polo De Bernabe, the n.ew 


Spanish minister, was formally presented 
to Pres. McKinley this morning. Senor 
Bernabe said the principal object of his 
mission was to draw closer between the 
two countries the most friendly relations. 
The president said it was gratifying to re- 
ceive-this assurance and assured him that 
his own efforts and that of the govern- 
ment will be no less earnestly directed 
toward that same high end.

of congress. The Sixth regiment will 
have its headquarters at Fort Slocum, 
N. Y.. and the Seventh regiment its 
headquarters at Fort McHenry. In or- 
ganizing the new regiments six men will 
be taken from each of the batteries now 
in service, so that each of the new bat- 
teries will have at the rate of 15 experi- 
enced artillerymen. 


Arrangements have b^en made by the 


chief signal officer of the army, by au- 
thority of the secretary of war, to es- 
tablish immediate telegraphic and tele- 
phonic connections between ail the n«w 
stations on fte coast to which troops 
have been assigned. All the movements 
are to be made without delay and are 
the results,of the recent tour of inspec- 
tion of General Merritt, commanding 
the department of the east, in which all 
of them are located.

More Ships and Marines, 


Washington, March 12.—Three new 


battleships of the staunchest type afloat

same time the committee agreed on a 
maximum price of $400 per ton for armor 
plate for our vessels, increased the force 
of naval marines by 473 nua, and^put 
;matters in fair shape for a decision on 
the location of dry docks, probably four 
in number, capable, of accommodating1 
the largest sized war vessels. The com- 
mittee was in session practically all day, 
and before the decision on the increase 
of ships was reached there was a long 
and interesting discussion.

Foul Tactics Winked at by

Police Interfered Finally and the Former 


Sailor Cried. 


San Francisco, March 12.—Sours be- 


fore the commencement of the Choyn- 
ski-Sharkey fight last night the crowds 
gathered at Woodward's pavilion, and 
when the first event on the program 
was announced every available foot 
in the building was pre-empted, it toe- 
ing estimated that at least 7000 spec- 
tators were within its walls. 
In the 


pool rooms and in front of the news- 
paper offices down town the 
same 


amount of interest was shown by the 
crowd which gathered there. 
So dense 


was the throng an hour before the time 
at which the big fight was scheduled 
that many who had waited until the 
last moment for placing their money 
were unable to reach the blocks, and 
after vainly struggling to fight their way 
through the mob were compelled to aban- 
don the attempt. 


During tne day SSSfixfej' rKia again 


been installed the favorite at odds of 
10 to 8, but during the evening the sup- 
porters»of Choynski, who had evidently 
been holding off for longer odds, began 
to pour Into the boxes, and the wager- 
Ing soon reached even, at which price 
lots of money was placed.

timate of the amount wagered upon tha 
event in this city places it at from $75,- 
000 to JSO.OOO. 


The men entered the ring at 178 and 368 


pounds respectively, but their auueaf- 
ance when stripped conveyed the im- 
pression that Sharkey outweighed his 
taller and smaller opponent by more than 
10 pounds. Each was trained thorough- 
ly and showed In magnlffcant condition, 
but the sailor's compact frame presented 
a contrast to the longer form of Choyn- 
ski, whose legs especially seemed weak 
compared with the stout underpinnings 
of his opponent. The latter, however, 
was as cool when he stood In his corner 
and sized up his opponent as though 
their meeting was to be a friendly bout 
for points, while Sharkey was nervous 
and anxious to commence oceratlons. 


Choynski was th'e 'nrsr to /eave /us 


dressing room. His appearance was the 
signal for applause. He was escorted 
by Eddie Graney, Tommy Murphy and 
Joe Larsen. Sharkey was greeted with 
mingled cheers and hoots. The selection 
of a referee not having been made be- 
forehand, nearly an hour was consumed 
In trying to reach an agreem? it after 
the men were In the ring. Choynski 
proposed Hiram Cook, Jim McDonald 
and Peter Jackson, but Sharkey would 
have none of them and suggested Frank 
Carse or Billy Delaney, neither of whom 
pleased his opponent. Then Chovntrtci 


suggested leaving the matter to the 
newspaper men to decide, but this was 
not to Sharkey's taste. 


Finally Jim Chesley was agreed upon. 


Just as the impatient crowd Vas ex- 
pressing its approval that gentleman 
declined to serve and the trouble com- 
menced an over again. The matter was 
•ultimately settled by the selection of 
George Green, and the men at once pro- 
ceeded to get down to business. Time 
was called at 10:42.

a right uppercut. Choynski jabbed 
Sharkey twice on the nose without re- 
turn. Another left jaWtewis hotly coun- 
tered by the sailor, wh^mshed Joe to 
the ropes as the gong sounded. 


Round 5—Sharkey struck. Joe twice at 


close quarters and sent him down, and 
then tried to force him over the ropes, 
when the referee arM a couple of police- 
men interfered. 


Round 6—A claim of foul was not al- 


lowed, but Sharkey again renewed his 
loul tactics, even hitting Joe while in a 
clinch against the ropes. Choynski was 
game, however, and after straightening 
himself up smashed the sailor in the 
jaw with his right until Sharkey was 
groggy. 'Tom lost his head again and 
repeatedly fouled his opponent, but 
Referee Green did not interfere. 


Round 7—Tom pushed Joe against the 


ropes and struck him. Referee Green 
was powerless to stop him. Joe Jabbed 
the sailor time and again without re- 
turn, but Sharkey waited until he got 
him against the ropes and then sent in 
a "wild swing for the body. Choynski 
went to his knees more from the force 
of the rush than the effects of the blow. 


Round 8—Sharkey landed a left swinff 


on the neck, but received a nasty cracK 
on the jaw in return. Joe then jabbed 
him again and again in the face with 
his left, tfiit his blows seemed weak. A 
left upper swing connected with the 
sailor's jaw, and then Sharkey rushed 
Choynski through the ropes, falling on 
the platform himself. 
,The crowd was so disgusted at this per- 
formance that the refeiree sent the men 
to their corners and declared th» flght 
*draw. Sharkey's attitude as he rushed 
across the ring towards Green was so 
threatening that the police flooded the 
rope arena and escorted him out «f it, 
much to his'chagrin. Indeed, he wept 
from sheer disappointment.

Prominent Figure In the Civil War Re. 


nnltod to Many Follower*. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 12.—The end 


of the illness vhlch had prostrated that 
iturdy veteran, General fiosecrans, caCme 
Friday morning at his home near Red- 
ondo. 
He suffered from no particular 


disease, and death came through a 
general weakening of the system. When 
lie was first stricken, more than two 
weeks ag6, it was not suppoged-the ali- 
ment was more than an attack of tha 
grip. 
He rallied several times, but 


the physicians never held out much hope 
for recovery, and for the last three days 
of life the family and friends knew 
that the end was very near. The place 
where he died is called Rosecrans, In 
honor of him, and is near a station on 
the Redondo railroad and about 12 miles 
from this city.' General Boaecrana WM 
possessed of a fine property, and his 
last days were spent In peace and plenty. 


He was born In Kingston, O., Sept. i5, 


1819. was graduated from West Point In 
1842, served 12 years and then engaged 
in business as architect and civil en- 
gineer, 
While acting as president of 
*n oil company. General Rosecrann in.

civil war v,-as In me drilling of recruits 
It was not long, however, before he was 
commissioned as chief engineer of Ohio, 
•with the rank of colonel, but preferred 
active service and was made colonel of 
the 
Tv.'enty-third Ohio volunteers. 


Thre» days' afterward he received a com- 
mission as brigadier general and was 
immediately ordered to western Vir- 
ginia by General McCIeflan. 
His sub- 


sequent career is a matter of history 
It mAy bo said without invidious dis- 
tinction that even in death General 
Rosecrans \\1I1 probably be the subject 
of more searching inquiry, and «veii e/ 
criticism, than any other hera of tha 
civil war, for owing to _a curious com- 
bination of circumstances he was during 
all the years after 1863 engaged in more 
and more heated personal controversies 
than any other. 


It was his misfortune to command at 


Chlckamauga, where success was prac- 
tically Impossible to the federals, and hi* 
greate1^ misfortune that he was later 
compelled to defend himself against al- 
leged charges by men who had died. The 
painful insult has been that although 
General Rosecrans commanded in four 
of the gteat battles o£the war and won 
brilliant victories in three of them, yet 
many of the Uadty instructed have ber>n 
led to thlnfc ot him as a partial fail-jre. 
Tet his soldlare w»ra devotad to Him, and 
their pet name of • Old P.o(,y" tedloaUs 
a sentiment among the veterans which 
will soon disperse the clouds about his 
Came. 


tn 1880 he was elected to congress from 


California and re-elected in 1882. 
In 1388 


President Cleveland appointed him reg- 
ister of thetttaiury. In. rty«lon General 
Kosecrans w»*'a tovoutllbrA&n Catho- 
lic; in'poUtltiB, fin unwavering Demo- 
crat. Ib tie various discussions caused 
by his military career lie defended him- 
self with & vehemence which drew upon 
htm in turn Die denunciations of the 
friends 6f McCiftllan, Grant, Halleck 
and GftrAeld" attti led occasionally to 
fierce personal fWimlnatl&ns, but when 
anger ha'A had time to cool the country 
did fall Jittrtlc* toihlm. Despite bitter 
attack and equally bitter defense all 
patriotic Americans will hold him in high 
honor as the rutn wh,o cleared West 
Virginia of 'Confederate*— the hero of 
Corinth, Ixilta and Stone River.

PROCEEDINGS TAKEN WHEN A NAVAL 


VESSEL NEEDS OVERHAULING. 


The Integrity of the Work Is Safeguarded 


In Every Possible Manner, Responsibil- 
ity For Every Portion Thereof Is Strictly 
Located, and Inspection Is Rigid. 


NEW Yoipc, March 13. —[Special.]—Not 


much has been printed about the prepara- 
tions that ore being made at tbo various 
navy yards for the rapid handling of dis- 
abled vessels should hostilities actually 
come to pass, bufe I am assured by one who 
is thoroughly familiar with the yards at 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia and Norfolk that 
this most important brapch of getting 
ready lor tho possible is notf being negieot- 
ed. 


And it is a thing to bo proud of that 


while we are -without as many trained of- 
ficers and men for the navigation and 
fighting of our vessels as wa could wish wo 
are in tiptop shape with regard to skilled 
mechanics and. artisans, such ns are needed 
for the rapid putting of « warship in good 
trim. There ta onJy one country brf ours 
in the whole world that ie as well supplied 
in this regard as tho United States. And, 
while there are jUndpubtodly more experi- 
enced shipbuilders In England than bere, 
ours are, if possible, more skilled, and our 
machinery certainly leads. 


Overhauling a Naval Vessel. 


The procedure that is gone through with 


when it is found necessary to repair a 
vessel in the United States navy is as in- 
teresting as it is important. 


First of all, before tbe ship is taken to 


the yard the officer in command notifies 
tbe naval department at Washington as to 
the nature and extent of tbe needed work, 
alterations as well as repairs, The depart- 
ment then orders th.e appointment of a 
special board of officers to go over the ves-. 
sol; if the work asked for is .comparatively 
small, three only are appointed,, but when 
it is more important, such as tbe changing 
of the Chicago's boilers at a cost of $100,- 
000, for instance, tho number ia five. 


As soon as possible this board makes a 


definite report, stating, first, whatis abso- 
lutely necessary, and, second, what is 
thought desirable. 
The decision as to 


what shall bo done, based upon the report 
of this board and the money available, is 
made by the department, and after it is 
rendered the work is begun at once. The 
internal discipline of tho ship continues, 
of course, unless the work is of such n na- 
ture as to occupy some weeks or months; 
in such a case the v&sseigoes out of com- 
mission, ant? the officers and mon are as- 
signed to service elsewhere. 


How tlic Work Is Done. 


Tho task of overhauling and repairing 


ia divided into four gci.oral divisions. All 
work on tbe vessel's hull is intrusted ta 
the naval constructor, everything pertain- 
ing to thS motive or other stonin power is 
in tho hands of tho engineering deport- 
ment, tbo masts and sails, anchors and 
chains, galley and cook's supplies, elec- 
trical outfit, etc., are attended to by th« 
equipment department, while everything 
pertaining to armament—-guiw,-mnniuni- 
tion, etc.—falls to tho ordnance depart- 
ment. ' 
• 


Of course those four departments should 


work In the most perfect harmony, but aft 
the game time it is absolutely essential' 
that each should attend strictly to its own 
work, else there would be serious confu- 
sion. If j;he equipment department, for 
Uwtuuco, (ioiirc*. to^ojjo an addltioato. 


tbo galley or kitchen, raeoewlUtlOf tho 
drilling of holes in tbe deck pl«**§, tbli 
latter must b* done by tbo naval oonrtruo- 
tlou department Bo, aleo, ifaonhi It bo 
nccetwry to put ID move electrical appa- 
ratus the dynamo lifurniabed and pot up 
by the equipment department, but tbe 
pipes furnishing «team to Urn engine to 
run It and the engine iteelf, if an extra 
engine is necessary, are put In by the en- 
gineering department, though whatever 
work for one department ia done by an- 
other li invariably charged back. 


When everything has been done, tbe ship 


is again placed in charge of its officers, 
BP& tbe crew Is once more put aboard. 
Then tbe engines are given a dock Mai, 
the dynamos, the battery mounts, the 
lights and the other electrical apparatus 
are operated, and all sort* of tests, except- 
ing tho firing of tho gone, are gone 
through with. Jf everything is satisfactory, 
the officers sign a report to that effect. If, 
howtrwr, the work fails in any way to 
meet their requirements, the defect ia 
made good. 


Board of Inspection. 


The overhauled vessel is then ready to 


leave the yard. Before going into actual 
service, however, she must pass master 
with the board of inspection, a body of df- 
floers which, though made up of different 
individuals at different times, is perma- 
nently organized and always ready for in- 
spection duty. 
- This board is one of tbe most important 
in the republic's naval organization and 
is responsible to tbe government not only 
(or vessels that iave just been overhauled, 
but for new ships also, and its member- 
ship includes representative* of the com- 
manding, the engineering, the construc- 
tion and the ordnance departments, men 
of experience and judgment being always 
chosen, of course. Its bead is frequently 
an admiral and rarely less than a commo- 
dore in rank. 


Its work includes the most rigid tests of 


every part and appliance of the ship that 
can be devised, and were all to be carried 
on separately they could not be accomplish- 
ed inside of several days and sometimes 
weeks. But as all go forward simultane- 
ously 48 hours ig often sufficient. In or- 
der to accomplish thifashort cruise in the 
ppen sea is taken. This tests tbe engines, 
the screws and the steering gear. While 
these are. all being watched tbe gunners 
exercise and fire the guns, the electrical 
apparatus is worked, signaling is done, 
ttc., elaborate notes for the board's report 
being made by every member of that body. 
Meanwhile tbe crew ia inspected as well as 
the ship, and every member of the com- 
pany, from commander down to coal pass- 
ers, is naturally on his good behavior. 


One of tbe hardest worked members of 


the board of inspection is the lieutenant 
recorder, generally drawn from the marine 
corps. It is his duty to eet down in order- 
ly array the findings of the flag officer, tbe 
three commanders or captains, tbe two en- 
gineers and tbe one naval-constructor usu- 
ally included in tbe board, and while be is, 
of oourbe, supplied with whatever assist- 
ance is necessary his duties keep him hus- 
tling fravn tbe beginning to the end of the 
inspection. It is this officer also to whom 
tho task of formulating tbe records so that 
they can bo used in making up the report 
is intrusted, find, naturally, though "only 
n marine," he must be pretty well posted, 
at Icust in theory, with regard to every 
part of a naval vessel, every separate piece 
of equipment and every detail of drill.

A Proposition to Bebnlld the Academy Re- 


ceives Slight Encouragement In Con- 
gresi—Old Structures Tumbling Down. 
Officer* Living; In an Abandoned Brewery.

ANNAPOLIS, March 8.—The proposal 


to restore the old buildings at the Naval 
academy or tear them down has been 
made by Secretary Long to congress. 
The condition of these buildings has 
been for many years a disgrace to the 
government. 


Two years ago a wealthy New York 


man appointed by the president a mem- 
ter of the board of visitors "to Annapolis 
was BO struck with the dilapidated con- 
dition of the academy buildings that he 
made an effort to get an appropriation 
from congress to replace them. The offi- 
cers of the navy cheHsb^d the hope that 
congress would rebuild the Naval acad- 
emy, 
and probably they kept rather 


quiet-about the decay of the old build- 
ings until their case was so desperate 
that rebuilding seemed the, cheapest 
thing to do. At all events, when the 
visitor from New York took the matter 
in hand two or three of the buildings 
were on the point of falling down and 
the others with few exceptions were 
hardly fit for occupancy. 


The New Yorker, Kobert M. Thomp- 


son, employed a New York architect to 
draw plant for a new naval academy. 
Win i they were completed, he invited 
a number of prominent members of con- 
gress and leading naval officers to visit 
Annapolis as his guests and look over 
the ground". 
The congressmen came 


here, they examined the shaky buildings 
and they studied the plans of the archi- 
tect. Then a commission of which Com- 
modore Matthews was the head report- 
ed, through Secretary Herbert, a record- 
mendanion for a $6,000,uuu appropria- 
tion to carry out the plan for rebuilding. 
And there the matter rests today. 


The Naval academy has always been 


a patchwork. It was begun without any 
definite plan. Its forerunners were small 
schools at several of the navy yards

All the minor rooms will 
face this court, so that every room in 
the building will have direct ventila- 
tion. The dormitories will be divided 
into suits of three rooms—two bedrooms 
and a joint sitting room, to be occupied 
by two students. In the present dormi- 
tories the students are herded together 
in badly ventilated rooms in a way that 
is a disgrace to a modern school, and 
the general conveniences of the build- 
ing are unfit for the use of servants. 


Opposite the dormitory building at the 


end of the grounds the academic and 
library buildings vrill be grouped to- 
gether. / These buildings are scattered 
all over the grounds now, and a great 
deal of time is lost by the students 
traveling around from one to another at 
the end of each recitation hour. 


Between the academic buildings and 


the dormitory buildings will be the 
chemical and physical laboratories. 


Opposite the entrance to the basin 


will be a promenade lauding, a band 
stand, chapel and officers' quarters. 


It is hurtful to the success of the 


plan that it must be laid before congress 
us involving an expenditure of $6,000,- 
000. 
The initial appropriation asked is 


only $150,000, but congressmen don't 
like to commit themselves to a plan 
which will involve an expenditure of 
millions, even if the consummation of 
that plan is not to be reached for 30 
years or more^ and it is eEtimated,%that 
the preparation of the plans alone will 
cost more than $85,000. 


Another obstacle which the plan for 


improvement meets in congress is the 
proposition to remove the academy to 
Newport, New England congressmen 
eay that if a new academy is to be built 
it might as well be put where the Naval 
War college is and where the north At- 
lantic fleet spends most of the summer 
months.. It is needless to say that that 
proposition meets strong opposition here.

The Administration Has Great Confidence 


In Him and Would Not Permit Him to 
Resign — Circumstance* of Consul Gen- 
eral William*' Recall. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—[Special.]—• 


General Fltz-Hugh 110 has become a na- 
tional hero. The intimation given a week 
ago by tho Spanish government that his 
recall would be gratefully received and 
tho prompt and firm refusal of President; 
McKinley to do anything of tho sort, cou- 
pled with the president's warm words of 
praise of the consul general, have produced 
u profound impression upon the country. 
General Lee has borne himself at Havana 
with great dignity and calmness. Ho has 
been a most useful consular agent with 
diplomatic powers. Every American who 
goes to Havana conies back full of admira- 
tion for tho doughty general. 


General Lee has been in Havana as con- 


sul general nearly two years, or since 
April, 1896. With the exception of two 
short visits to this country ho has been at 
his post all the time. 
He has served 


through troublous times and with infinite 
credit to himself. He has been subjected 
to great dangers, not, as the sensational 
papers would have it, from Spanish guns 
or swords, but from yellow fever and 
smallpox. On several occasions he has been 
forced to take Vigorous steps to protect 
Americans and American interests, £tf)d it 
cannot be truthfully said of him that he 
ever neglected any of his duties or let slip 
by him any chance to impress upon the 
Spanish officials the fact that Americans 
are entitled to and are sure to have 
the protection of their government. 
It 


is an open secret that General Lee's sym- 
pathies have been with the insurgents 
struggling for their liberty, and while 
it is believed he has always keptvwithin 
tho limits of proper action from the 
diplomatic standpoint every one knows 
where his heart is. For this the Spanish 
do not like him. 


Kecall of Ramon Williams. 


Itia almost forgotten that General Lee's 


predecessor, Ramon Williams, was recalled 
from Havana at the instance of the Span- 
ish government. Mr. Williams' offense 
was the same as General Leo's—too much 
earnestness and energy in protection of 
Americans. The particular case which led 
to the recall or resignation of Mr. Williams 
was the imprisonment of two American 
sailors charged with being filibusters. Mr. 
Williams demanded their release and fol- 
lowed the matter up with so much energy 
that the Spaniards took umbrage. 
Our 


government has since demanded indemnity 
for the imprisonment of those sailors, but 
up to date Spain has not satisfied the 
claim. Spain never pays anything till she 
is compelled to pay. 


Despite Mr. Williams' fate General Lee 


iias performed his duty in the most vigor- 
ous fashion. The first time it became nec- 
issary for him to make an issue with the 
Spanish government was when Dr. Euiz, 


naturalized American citizen, was bru- 


ally murdered in a'prison In the suburbs 
of Havana. The American public is not 
.ikely soon to forget the Ruiz case, and 
Seneral Lee's earnest effort to secure jus- 
iice. 
On account of hia work in this case 


General Lee had a slight misunderstand- 
ng with former Secretary of State Olney 
and would have been recalled had not 
President Cleveland insisted that General 


iee should remain at his post. 
Spain has 


agreed to pay $50,000 indemnity to the 
'amily of Dr. Ruiz, but tha money is not 
as yet forthcoming. 


At the time tboBuiz case was attracting 


so much attention Charles D. Scott, a 
genuine American, son of a New England 
iailor, was in prison on a trivial charge. 
5is family had not been allowed to com- 
municate with him for 14 days, despite 
he fact that our' treaty with Spain pro- 
vided a limit of three days for imprison- 
ment, "incommunicado," as the Spanish 
ay. General Lee vainly demanded that 


be allowed to communicate with Scott, 


and when the Spanish officials persisted ift 
heir refusal the consul general cabled the 
tato department that he would not stand 
nother Ruiz ease and threatened to re- 
ign if something vigorous were not done. 
Secretary Olney carried the ease to Madrid, 
nd soon afterward Scott Was placed in an 
rdinary prison and was then expelled 
rom the island. 


Wanted to Resign. 


General Lee has not been anxious to re- 


main at Havana. He at one time had 


lanned to come homo and stand for sen- 
tor from Virginia. President Cleveland 
ersonally begged him "not to back out 
ow," and the Virginia warrior sacrificed 
is personal inolinationsto serve hia oonn- 
ry. When President ilcKinley came in 
a year ago, General Lee expected to be re- 
lieved, but the new president also asked 
him to stay, Democrat as ho was, and Gen- 
eral Lee reluctantly consented. / 


Perhaps no other act of President Mc- 


Kinley so well demonstrates Bis farsight- 
ednesss nnd understanding of the Ameri- 
can people as his insistence that General 
Lee remain at Havana. Even as early as 
a year ago the president foresaw more or 
less trouble at Havana, and he knew that 
it would be a good thing for this country 
to have at that post a man of well tested i 
courage and experience. Nor was tho pres- 
ident unmindful of the fact that General 
Leo was a Democrat and that he had served 
conspicuously in the Confederate army. I 
President McKinley told a number of his 
, 


friends that if trouble of a serious nature j 
wore to come at Havana it would give him I 
great pleasure to stand by General Lee and I 
to emphasize his approval of the consul ! 
general's conduct. "That will show all 
tho world," said the president, "that har- ' 
mony is completely restored between tho | 
north and the south ,in our country and 
that Americans are as one." 


Mr. McKinley could not have builded 


more wisely had he been a prophet, which 
ho was indeed lu this case. Tho very thing 
ho had foreseen actually came to- pass, and 
from all parts of tho south there have 
como during the last week words of praise 
and thankfulness that a Republican presi- 
dent has so flrmly,stood by and,so warmly 
praised a Democratic ex-Confederate sol- 
dier. In congress the same feeling has been 
manifest. '^Lee fought on onafsido in the 
rebellion and McKinley on the other," wo 
hoar southern nnd northern senators say- 
ing, "and now they are oh tho same side. 
That incident ia worth $100,000,000 or the 
winning of half a dozen groat battles to 
the American people."' •

This Week's Bradstreet's. 


New Tork, "March 12.—According to 


Bradstreet's, activity in nearly all lines 
of distributive trade, but more particu- 
larly at the larger cities of the east, 
south and the far northwest, continue. 
to be the most favorable feature com- 
ing under notice. That the demand for 
drygoods, groceries, hardware, iron and 
steel and its various forms and building- 
material is relatively, most active at the 
West seems evident from the slight tone 
t>f disappointment in reports from lead- 
ing: eastern markets 
where business 


is reported moving less rapidly than at 
the interior. 
Other favorable features 


include the heavier foreign demand for 
•wheat and flour, as indicated by in- 
creased exports over last week and last 
year, and bank clearings heavily exceed- 
ing corresponding periods of previous 
years, though smaller than in recent 
weeks. Less favorable features are few, 
numbering chiefly a weaker tone in 
prices of a few staples hitherto marked 
by extreme firmness, but chiefly percep- 
tible in quotations for some makes of 
coarse cotton goods, print cloths, raw 
•wool, tba demand for which is reported 
as lower than at any previous time this 
year; wheat, which has been affected 
by war rumor and the "growth of the 
Impression that .the-worldsisupply at'. 
present prices will1 suffice, coffee and 
sugar. 


The industrial situation seems likely 


to be improved liy the ending Of the 
New England cotton mill strikes. Tex- 
tile manufacturers are active at least, 
but wool manufacturers 'complain of 
email profits at present prices for raw 
materials. 
Shoes are in better de- 


mand at Boston, where coarse yarn cot- 
ton goods are weaker, while medium and 
fine grades*are firm and higher. 


Business failures this week number 


247, against 232 last week, 227 the cor- 
responding week of 1897, 282 in 1896, 262 
In 1896 and 231 in 1894. 
Bank clear- 


ings aggregate $1,282,000,000, 17 percent 
smaller than last week, but 39 percent 
larger than in the like week last year, 
86 percent larger than in 1896 and 50 
percent larger than in 1894. 


The record of price movements'ln Feb- 


ruary was full of encouragement to the 
producers of the country's staples, par- 
ticularly so because of the predictions 
freely made that the immense current 
production of staples is bound to un- 
favorably affect 
quotations.

ing the month.

NEW YORK March 1.—It is worth go- 


ing through more than 40 days of Lent 
if one is to get a hat at the end of it 
like those I saw yosterday. There aro 
felt hats of every shape and color to 
wear up to Easter, but from then on 
these dainty and delicate creations will 
be seen everywhere. One exquisite hat 
•was of pure white milan braid, with a 
medium sized brim. Around the orown, 
which was rather high, was a full dra- 
pery of white silk mull. This served 
more as a foundation for immense 
masses of small pink rosebuds inter- 
spersed with violets than 
anything. 


There must have been a couple of hun- 
dred flowers on this hat. The mass was 
built up high, but was not very com- 
pact. Other bolero shapes were of white 
braid, and the upturned brim had either 
a full shirring of orepe lisse, ohiffon or 
silk mull along the edge, while the hat 
was literally piled with blossoms. 


Wild parsnip blossoms are made into 


feathery tufts and massed high on one 
side or the other. 
There are pink flow- 


ers mingled with the white violets with 
everything and roses without number. 
There are dandelions with a few flowers 
and many of the delicate round thistle- 
downs and a few of the long serrated 
leaves to carry out the whole idea. One 
novel idea is to furnish with this style 
of hat a sort of knotted or ruched neok- 
tie of thin stuff to match that on the 
hat.

THE CITY OF WASHINGTON HOPES 


SOON TO HAVE THEM. 


Cable Tnetkm Venn* Electric—All Wire* 


to Go Underground—Boulevard to B»ltl> 
more—Capital City to Be a Model In All 
Ketpecti—Real Estate Fluctuation*. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—For three 


mouths past onr streets have been torn 
Tip, our pavements ripped open and life 
bade miserable generally by gangs of 
workmen engaged in the installment of 
the new electric system of the Capital 
Traction company. 


This company controls the lines from 


Georgetown to the navy yard and from 
Mount Pleasant through Fourteenth 
street to the Baltimore and Ohio sta- 
tion on New Jersey avenue. As the 
main line passes the buildings of the 
war, navy and state department, the 
White House, treasury and traverses 
the whole length of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, to and past the capitol, it is one of 
the most important in the city. About 
five years ago, in accordance with an 
act of congress, horse cars were aban- 
doned on this line and a cable plant 
put in at enormous expense and incon- 
venience. As the act was mandatory in 
its character and allowed of no discre- 
tion, on penalty of forfeiture of charter, 
this cable plant was at tbat tima a ne- 
cessity, no other system, in the opinion 
of experts, being sufficiently perfected 
to operate without risk. 


Cable System Oat of Data, 


But the cable system of operation, as 


we are now convinced, is obsolescent if 
not obsolete. It has done very well as a 
motive power in the transition period 
of urban locomotion, but its many dis- 
advantages have thrown it into disfa- 
vor. The cable of the Capital Traction 
was particularly rough and jerky, and, 
as it had no consideration for congress- 
men or senators, our legislators were 
ready enough to admit that they had 
been hasty in urging its adoption and 
almost wished they hadn't. So it was 
with no great sorrow that the people of 
Washington awoke one day to the fact 
that the immense power house of the 
company on Pennsylvania avenue had 
been destroyed by fire. That lamentable 
event occurred last September, and since 
then the cars over this line have been 
drawn by horses. 


The rival to this company is the Met- 


ropolitan, which also runs from George- 
town to and beyond the capitol, but 
mainly through the most desirable resi- 
dential portion of the city, and with 
feeders porth and south to populous cen- 
ters. This company was also originally 
operated with horses, and for a year or 
more it experimented with 
various 


forms' of motors until finally it adopted 
and installed the new "underground 
electric," which now runs its cars most 
satisfactorily. 


Whatever may be urged against 


Washington's a place of residence— 
that we have no franchise, that the col- 
ored people preponderate, that taxes are 
high and water poor—whatever may be 
said against this city respecting its mu- 
nicipal government, it is universally ad- 
mitted that on the whole it is governed 
wisely. For one example tbat congress 
has our well-being at heart, all trolley 
and'overhead wires are prohibited in 
the main streets and avenues, and what- 
ever traction is installed must be under- 
ground. The wisdom of this ordinance 
we hav«'recently bad exemplified in the 
chaotic condition of Boston's streets, 
where men and horses were killed by 
scores during the great storm and prop- 
erty to the extent of millions sacrificed 
owing to the network of overhead wires. 
There will be no pocketing of this city's 
rights by a private company and no in-

vasion of our privileges by a powerful 
syndicate, as in Boston, for Washington 
is the cynosure of all eyes throughout 
the country, and not alone its citizens, 
but the people at largo, have an interest 
ip makicg it a model of what a city 
should be.

then we shall ask odds of nobody. While 
Washington is admirably situated and 
beautifully laid out, it must be confess- 
ed tbat it has few attractions immedi- 
ately adjacent—that is, no resorts like 
tboau so near to Boston and Hew York 
where one can get a radical change of 
temperature and surroundings by a few 
mills' travel. 


These connections with coast and 


mountains will come in time and prob- 
ably through tbomeans of electric lines; 
then our city will lack nothing but pure 
water to make it the most desirable res- 
idential center in the Union. I had al- 
ways thought it was well provided with 
water until last November one of the 
"scientific cranks" read a paper which 
oet forth the many undesirable things 
that went to the pollution of the Poto- 
mac. 
Aside from ordinary sewage far

The problem that now vexes ns is how 
to get along without drinking Potomao 
water "raw and unadulterated." 


The Electric Installation. 


But to return to the electrical dis- 


turbance of our streets. Having already 
a splendidly built cable plant installed, 
the company, in order to introduce the 
underground electric, which has been 
resolved upon, has merely to erect a pow- 
er house at Geqrgetown and transform 
their plant to the electric system. This 
is done by utilizing the rails already 
laid, which are not disturbed at all. 
Neither the outside rails nor the center 
slot rail is changed, but between the 
two sets of rails a trench was dug, be- 
ginning about two months ago, in 
which was placed the conduit for the' 
"feed wires," which are of copper, and 
which alone4 will cost, it is estimated, a 
total of -3200,000. So far has electric in- 
stallation progressed that the early 
spring will probably see the whole line 
in operation. 


The company is moved thereto by 


several forces, not the least of which is 
the fact that a great proportion of its 
-traffic has been diverted to the Metro- 
politan road. To illustrate the condi- 
tions which have prevailed, it will only 
be necessary to point out that there has 
been a perfect hegira of residents from 
Columbia Heights, Mount Pleasant and 
other points near the end of the line on 
account of the enforced substitution of 
horses for the modern methods. Bents 
have fallen, and real estate has depreci- 
ated, show-ing to what extent property 
is controlled by the conditions of com- 
munication. These will advance again 
in all probaiblity as the line is complet- 
ed, but meanwhile, during the installa- 
tion, real estate agents have been in de- 
spair, and the suburban officeholder, in 
addition to being harried by the anti- 
civil service investigation, is wrinkled 
and worn with this affair.

The price for milk at Boston is fixed 


every six months. The winter price 
takes effect on the first day of October; 
the summer price on the first day i^f 
April. Bui the fixed price for milk at 
Boston does not represent what the pro- 
ducer gets for his product. In addition 
to certain fixed changes, of which freight I 
is the principal ome, the producer is 
obliged to carry all but 5 per cent of the | 
"surplus." The daily receipts of milk 
at Boston amount to 30,000 cans of 17 
pints each. The surplus, each month, * 
ranges from five to nine days' supply, 
or from 125,000 to fea.OOO cans a month. 
It is this surplus that has made the , 
ti ouble between the producers and con- 
tractors, and as the producers' union . 
is now strong, having about 2000 mem- 
bers, the war Is a lively one.

One hundredl and twenty-two years

The passage from tbe entrance to tbe 
lobby, which is a somewhat 'perilous one, 
Mr. Ashcroft made on format occasions by 
the nid of a box of matches. In his recent 
journey he was armed with a small candle, 
which he lighted when he had passed 
tho members' entrance.

My Dear Kate: 


Yes, I agree with you that this is the 


season when the luscious oyster is at its 
best, and much depends on the way it is 
cooked whether it comes out a delicious 
bit of food or something resembling sole 
leather. In my practice I have often 
come across in the country what are 
termed "plain stews." 
"Well, these are 


inexpensive, but if I was an oyster 1 
should feel aggrieved to be served up in 
fresh water, having been brought up in 
salt water. However, I will give you a 
frule for a 


PLAIN STEW 


which will please those who like the 
simplest form of serving oysters. The 
most important thing to be done in pre- 
paring oysters or clams is to see that 
they are properly washed. "Wash oys- 
ters ?" Why, certainly. First drain them 
in a collander, saving all the juice, then 
put the meats in a dish, pour cold wa- 
ter over them and with a silver fork 
take each one out separately, using 
^great care that no bits of shell cling- to 
'them. Now put the oysters, the juice 
and enough cold water to cover them in 
a stewpan, and when they come tb a boil 
and the edges of the oysters are curled 
turn out in a tureen, add salt, pepper 
and butter and serve with oyster crack- 
ers, which have been heated in the oven. 
Do not cook the butter or the salt in 
with the oysters, as the former will be- 
come oily, and the latter will make the 
'meats tough. 


For a richer and generally preferred. 


MILK STEW, 


prepare the oysters in the same way as 
for the plain stew, and use milk instead 
of water. A half cup of cream adde^i 
makes a dish fit for the king. 
FRIED OYSTERS AND SCALLOPS. 
Wash and dram the oysters and scal- 


lops. Dry in a cloth. Season with salt 
and pepper. Roll m crumbs, dip in egg, 
then in crumbs, and fry m hot lard. In 
the first place wash the oysters and the 
scallops by putting a quart of water \o

sauce over them. Be sure to brunh tha 
broiler with melted butter to prevent th« 
oysters sticking. For the sauce, put oaa 
tablespoonful of butter into a saucepan, 
and when it bubbles stir in one table- 
spoonful of 
dry 
cornstarch; 
when 


smoothly mixed add a pint of hot milk 
very slowly, and let It cook five minutes. 
Season with pepper and salt. 


I am quite sure you now have some 


recipes for cooking oysters which are 
palatable and healthful.

SOUP FROM CANNED SALMON. 


(Miss Wister.) 


Take half a can of salmon, remove all 


6km and bones and chop it fine. Boil 
an onion in one quart of water for about 
15 minutes; take out the onion, thicken 
the milk with one scant tablespoonful of 
Cottolene and two tablespoonfuls of 
flour; a teaspoonful of salt, and pepper 
to taste. Add the salmon; boil up and 
serve. 


DUTCH CHEESE. 


Set the left over milk (sweet or sour) 


in a tin pan on the stove, and it will turn 
to curds and whey. When the curd if 
quite thick, strain off the whey through 
a cloth. Salt to taste and make it into 
little balls or press it solid in some dis"h. 
This is a very delicious1 cheese, and it la 
a very sensible way of using- up the sur- 
plus milk. In forming it for the table, 
shape it into long ovals or cylinders and 
put a few drops of butter over it and 
press down with" a knife into the cheese. 
A little butter added to the cheese in 
making adds a great deal to it; to about 
two quarts of milk, one would all. 
a 


large tablespoonful of butter. 


CHOCOLATE CAKE. 


One cup of sugar, one-half cup of but- 


ter, one-half cup of milk, two cups of 
flour, two eggs, one-half teaspoonful of 


a cupful of shellfish; shake them around ! soda, one teaspoonful of cream of ta'-- 
and then put them into a strainer, let- 
tar- 


ting the liquid drain off; pour the meats 
on a cloth and season with salt and pep- 
per on one side; then turn over with a 
fork and season the other side. Use two 
scallops to each oyster. 
Have ths 


crumbs finely rolled and seasoned with 
salt and pepper. Dip each meat in the 
crumbs, then in the beaten egg, and 
again in the crumbs. Put the meats in 
a wire basket, and plunge into fat hot 
enough to brown a piece of bread while 
you count forty as the clock ticks. 
When thoroughly browned, turn out on 
brown paper; serve on a platter, gar- 
nished with sprays of parsley. 


OYSTERS A LA HOLLANDISE. 
Put one tablespoonful of butter, one 


teaspoonful of salt and one saltspoonful 


Frosting—Three squares of chocolate 


grated, one-half cup of sugar, one-half 
cup of milk. Cook until it thickens. Cook 
in tares layers, with frosting- between 
and on top. 


The cake must not be too hot when 


the frosting is put in, as the hot cake is 
likely to make a crust-like formation 
on the frosting and will not hold the 
shape so well as when the cake is al- 
lowed to cool a little. 


WALNUT CAKH. 


One and one-half cups of sugar, one

OYSTER CROQUETTES. 


One pint of oysters, washed an<3 


drained, then parboil and drain, saving 
the liquor. Chop the oysters fine. Melt 
two tablsspoonfuls 
of t butter, add 


two 
tablespoonfus of flour, stirring 


smooth; pour on slowly one-half cup ol 
oyster liquor and one-half cup of milk; 
add one teaspoonful of chopped parsley, 
a few grains of cayenne, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, and the yolks of two 
eggs. Cook two or three minutes, then 
put in n cup of chopped chicken and the 
chopped oysters. When cold shape late 
cones or cylinders about four inches 
long and an inch m diameter, roll in 
crumbs, then in beaten egg and then ir 
crumbs, and fry in a wire basket in hot 
lard.

Beat three 
eggs together until light, add one pint 
of milk, and pour it over the contents 
of the dish. Let it stand fifteen minutes, 
then bake. 


GRILLED HAM.

form slices, season them highly with 
cayenne and mushroom catsup anfl Sroil 
about one minute on each side, Just 
enough to warm through, and serve im- 
mediately.

GOLDEN BUCK.

CUBAN QUESTION NOT SETTLED, 


Four Lawyers Unable to 
Convince 


Five Judges. 


A bold attempt to settle the Cuban 


question was made under the auspices of 
the Grand Army Friday night in G. A. R. 
hail. It was unsuccessful, however, for 
after the debate was over the judges were 
unable to agree on any decision. 
The 


debate furnished a very enjoyable even- 
ing for a large attendance in G. A. R. 
hall, however, and the failure of the 
judges to name tho winners did not sur- 
prijia anyone, after hearing the arguments. 


A. W. Fulton was chairman and named 


the question, "Should the United States 
demand and secure the indepeudance of 
Cuba?" The 
following judges were 


chosen, Dr. H. J. Millard, Lewis Perkins, 
C. W. Gallup, C. T. Paelps, and D. J. Bar- 
ber. The Drury glee club aaug several 
selections, and Arthur Terry sang one on 
the blowing up of the Maine. 


Lawyer Nilos opened the question for 


the affirmative and spoke of the condition 
of war on the island now. He dwelt at 
length on the precedents for such inter- 
ference as was proposed, and concluded 
with an appeal to American honor- 
Lawyer A. M. Robinson, in opening the 
negative, scored the "yellow" journals, 
who for the sake of gain are trying to stir 
up war. He gave an effective argument 
against annexation in the mixed popula- 
tion of the island. 


Lawyer B. H. Beer with a map whereon 


the city of Washington was shown with 
rings around it, betokening a storm, con- 
tinned the case of the negative. He said 
this country should wait till the Cubans 
have shown themselves mere capable of j 
self government. 
Lawyer J. H. 'Mack 


closed the debate. He showed the past 
relations of this country to Cuba and an- 
nounced that the Maine was blown up by 
the Spanish government, which state- 
ment was greetsd with gtMtt applause. 


While the judges were out C. W. Den- 


nett was called on and gave the most 
stirring talk of the evening, speaking of 
the need for making a precedent where 
there was none. Commander Tower was 
called on and endorsad Mr. Dennett's re- 
marks. The judges then returned with a 
humorous report, in which they stated 
the many causes of their inability to 
agree, and Lewis Perkins, who has been 
in Cuba several times since the revolution 
started, described the condition of the 
country. 


One of the interesting features of the 


evening was the singing by a group of 
members of the G. A. R., who were en- 
cored heartily.
